United States need not expect pay- 
ment ot the allied debt of $11,000,- 
000.000 within the next twenty-five 
years—the time fixed by congress 
for its collection—Representative 
Theodore 13. Burton, Republican, of 
Ohio, member ot 
the 
American 


debt funding commission, told In- 
ternational News Service today. 


Congress probably will be asked; 


to extend payment of the debt be- 
yond the 25-year period established 
by the law creating the commis- 
sion. Burton said that cancellation; 
of the debt is unthinkable.

land in English credit

Great Britain paying us In full and
